Censorship .- 


The question — of newspaper 
censorship in Hongkong has again 
been brought to the forefront by 
the suppression yesterday of all 
reference in ‘Chinese newapapers 
to the Japanese raid on the Colony 
on Tuesday, 

Kor some time, we understand, 
there has been an agitation in 
Chinese newspaper cireles to test 
the constitutionality of the legis- 
lation which so effectively muzzles 
the Chinese Press. Indeed, we 
believe that action on these Hnes 
would have been taken in 1986 had 
not assurances been made that 
censorship would have bech cone 
fined to (a) anything subversive 
to the British Empire; (b) any- 
thing likely to damage Hongkong’s 
relations with friendly Powers; 
(ce) communistic doctrine, (d) 
matter likely to incite breaches of 
peace and good order in Hong- 
kong; (¢) indecent matter, 


We wonder under which cate-' 
sory falls the suppression of 
legitimate news in connection with 
Tuesday's border outrage? We 
have seen a censors proof of the 
deletions from the “Luenhokun”, 
the tabloid) newspaper jointly 
published by the Chinese News- 
paper Owners’ Agsociation while 
their own papers have been 
suspended dvring the lunay New 
Yenr holidays. Not only has the 
censor red-inked news on tho 
bombing outrage gathered by the 
Chinese paper's own reporters, but 
has algo suppressed re-publication 
of reports which had already 
appeared in contemporary English- 
Janguago journals. The “Luenho- 
kan”, when its own reports were 


suppressed, endeavoured to “ift’’ 


the full report published dy the 
“Hongkong Telegraph”, — Thia 
news, available to anyone who 
could read English, was not per- 
mitted to be published in Chinese 
newspapers. Similarly, n 'Reu- 
tor’ report from London, stating 
that the British Ambassador in 
Tokyo was lodging a protest with 
tho Japanese . Government, was 
mutilated ‘to such an extent that 
an entirely different interpreta- 
tion was placed on ita meaning, 
A “United Press” message had all 
except one paragraph deleted, 


At scems to us that the height 
of absurdity was reached when the 
censors forbade Chinese news- 
papers from mentioning the fret 
that His Excellency the Governor 
was ‘at Fanling at the time of the 
outrage and that he had proceeded 
to the scene of the bombing short- 
ly afterwards. Chinese news- 
papers were also 
mention the fact that Bishop Hall 
had proceeded to the frontier to 
investignte the damage to the 
Shum Chun refugee zone. 


We boliove that such censorship 
of legitimate news will greatly 
strengthen the claims of tho 
Chinosc newspapers that cen- 
sorship in Hongkong ‘Is re- 
pressive. Im fact, if Malsbury'’s 
“Laws of England” is on 
authority, the entire question 
of constitutionality is ralsed. It 
says: “The Crown cannot, apart 
from tho rules of law relating to

JN A BROAD generalisation, 

Adam Smith expressed the 
economic’ differences between 
Kast and West in the early days 
of modern trade when he cbser- 
ved that the East farmed and 
manufactured but did not carry.

By more than any other factor the 
Imagination of the western sea rovers 
had been stirred by the presence in 
European markets of Oriental tens, 
sks, and choice, handmade nan- 
keens, spices, ivories, ornaments of 
amber, and other semi-precious stone, 
porcelain, and other objets d'art, 
brought from the East by the over- 
land route. These luxuries were a 
constant, incentive to the navigators 
to find an all-sea route to what they 
called the Indies, ‘With the, Portu- 
guese discovery in 1408 of the Cape 
route, the way was open, and into 
Asiatic waters sailed first the Portu- 
guese, ufter them the Spnniards, then 
the’ Dutch, ‘and finally the English, 
who established a trading post, or 
“factory,” at Canton In 1684,

HERE were two difficulties in the 

early days of trading with China. 
One was the-hostility of the anti- 
commercint Manchu court. ‘The 
Manchus were what we would now 
cail autarchists, and autarchists with- 
out beneft of ersatz materinis. “Our 
Celestial Empire,” wrote the magni- 
ficent Emperor Chien Lung, 
“possesses all things in prolific abun- 
dance, and lacks no product within 
its own borders, There js therefore 
no need to import the manufactures 
of outside barbarians in exchange for 
our own produce.” 

The second difficulty of trading 
with China was that it was not trad- 
ing! Trade is a two-way business, 
foods for goods. But, just as the 
Manchu court was hostile to trading, 
so the Chinese. were really not in+ 
terested in Western produce, though 
they readily took silver in payment 
for. their own produce. Accordingly, 
the boats used to go.cut louded to the 
Kunwales with ploces of cight, Carolus 
dollars and ballast. 

Eventually, the Americans hit on 
something that the Chinese valued. 
This was ginseng, esteemed all over 
China og a medicine. The Chinese 
domestic supply was running low 
when the Empress of China set sail, 
and the Americans bullt up as their 
main export product the swapping of 
what a contemporary American writ- 
er called “this uscless produce of our 
mountains and forests” for the “cle- 
sant luxuries” of Chinn. An excel- 
lent illustration of the virtues of in- 
ternational tradet England, fn her 
turn, hit on optum, though she didn’t 
Introduce it. It waa introduced by 
the Arabs, I believe, as far back as 
the thizteenth century, but the Chi- 
nese took avidly to Indian opium, 
which was carried in British bottoms.

The distinction between Hongkong 
and Shinghat from the standpoint of 
British {nterests is vital.

In the book, “Union Now," which 
has just appeared here, and will 
shortly be published in Englond, the 
author sureests aso solution of world 
problems, that the democracies should 
unite undcr a Jommon gove&nment 
for matters affecting forelgn relations, 
while maintaining, thelr own govern- 
ments for internal affairs. 


Whether to risk peace or freedom 
in the problem challengingly posed in 
the bouk, which Is the result of 20 
yeurs of pondering! on cause and cure, 
of the “threatened breakdown In 
civillsation.” : 

URGES SPEEDY UNION 

The author concludes that an order 
of happiness can come only through 
the speedy union of the democracies. 
He points out that unton has been an 
uncxampled success wherever the 
democracies « have tried {t—in the 
United States where the union system 
was invented in £787, among the 
Germans, French, and Italians in 
Switzerland, and among the Dutch 
and British in South Africa. 

1S NATIONS IN UNION 

Streit propeses that 15 democracies 

—the United States, Britain? France, 

Ja, the Netherlands, Belgium, 
Australia, Sweden, Switzerland, Den- 
mark, Finland, Eire, Norway, and 
New Zealand—shoukl now canstitute 
the union, which he is of the opinion, 
would be so powerful that no other 
nation or group dare attack It. The 
union would have common citizen- 
ship, defenee forees, customs, money, 
and communicition systems, — but 
would guarantee cach democracy the 
Yight to govern its home affairs, uc- 
cording, to its customs, 

The door would be left open. for 
other States to join if they wete of 
{he type to do so. States which were 
republican, could remain so, us could 
those with monarchies, . 

Strelt argues that such a union 
would have more than 60 per cent. 
control of nearly every war necessity. 
It could reduce its armaments, 
still be stronger than uny possible 
combination of aggressors, and could 
save Its citizens billion of unnecessary 
taxes and customs dutles.—Reuter.

CORRECT SOLUTION 


The correct solution, to my mind, 
is “foot work.’ Without correct; 
footworle, the suppleness of wrist is 
discounted ond consequently correct 
timings is largely a’ matter of duck. 
To “time” the ball correctly—and so 
attain a maximum of power with a 
minimum of. effort—requires balance, 
and balance In turn means “faot- 
work." Perfect poise of body im- 
pli perfect footwork, and this 
comes naturally to some people, The 


who doesn't always fall over on a 
sUppery ground and who sidesteps 
or turns easily, is the one whose 
footwork {is sound, 

Anyone who |s inclined to be 
sceptical should take an early oppor- 
tunity of watching a really first-class 
player. Look at nothing else except 
this particular player's feet, and it! 
will be an eye-opener. 

This theory is by no means new. 
Footworke has long been recornised 
as the most ‘essential factor in the 
success of food players at cricket, 
soccer, racquets, Jawn tennis and 
golf, and there is no reson to sup- 
pose that the essentials of those 
names are less Jmportant In hockey. 

Nor fs it less Important that one's 
footwork be correct in other in- 
eldents of the same than when shoot- 
ing at soal, In preparing to tackle 
an opponent, in making the pass that 
enables a colleague to score, if onc's 
feet are correctly placed, the tackle 
or the pass would be casier. 


AN ILLUSTRATION 

To give an illustration, Ino malk- 
Ingo a hurd push. pass to the right, ft 
Is immeasurably easier to male this 
pass if the left foot ia well in front 
at the’ moment ‘of tmpuct.

"In such conditions, tt seems to me 
only — reckless, irresponsible or 
ignorant men would desire that the 
Government to-day should follow 
any other pollcy than the one we 
have Inid down for ourselves, the 
polley of peace through — strength, 
which will neglect no opportunity of 
breaking «= down — suspicions — and 
antagoulsms, and at the same time 
build up sstendily and resolutely with 
the help of our friends within the 
Empire, a strength so formidable aos 
fo maintain our rights and Mberties 
against any who might be rath 
nough to attack them.” 


COMFORTING’ CONCLUSIONS 


The Prime Minister. recalled the 
recent defence debate in the House 
of Commons when he said that the 
cost of re-armament was staggering, 
but that they could draw one or two 
comforting: conclusions from the 
huge figures, which could be set off 
dgainst the rather © discomforting 
process of paying, the bill, 

The delay in the. production of 
armaments was being rapidly over- 
come, Ships, guns, acroplanes and 
munitions were now pouring out of 
the yards and factories in a stream 
of constantly increasing volume, and 
the position to-day, compared with o 
few months ‘ago was enormously. 
strengthened, | 

Discussing the development of air 
power, which he said introduced an 
entirely new clement into modern 
warfare, and brought the risks of war 
into the midst of the civillan popula- 
tion, Mr, Chomberlain, declared: 


CIVILIANS’ DANGER 


“Nothing we can do can give the 
civilians absolute protection against 
attack from the air, but we can do 
much to lessen its effectiveness, to 
prevent panic, and to ensure that the 
‘ighting cupaclty of the nition shall 
be malntained, 

Mr, Chamberlain then detailed 
civil defence work being carricd out 
under the direction of Sir John 
Anderson, and said that he noticed 
that a certain number of his critics 
wore declaring very vigorously that 
since the steel shelter which they 
were providing at a cost of £20,000,- 
000 did not give protection against a 
direct hit, they should be abandoned, 
and that instead, they should provide 
shelters so deep underground that 
they would not be affected by a 


bomb. 
AIR RAID SHELTERS 

But ao moment's reflection would 
show that It was not so simple as 
that. They must consider whether 
it was possible to get Into such a deep 
shelter without a panic rush. A 
direct hit on the entrance would res 
sult In heavy casualties. The Gov- 
ernment had come to no. final con- 
clusion, yet on these deep bomb— 
proof shelters, but in the mezuntime, 
surcly It'should go on. with the splin- 
ter-proof shelters which were close 
at hand, which could be (quickly 
made, and from which it wis eusy to 
escape when the ridd was over, 

Mr.’ Chamberlain thanked the 
patriotic men and women who had 
come forward ‘to participate in 
voluntary national service. They 
were helping the country fn three 
Ways: frst, by showlng the world 
“that we here can count upon volun- 
tary service which makes compulsion 
unnecessary; second, by Inspiring 
peonle with confidence thnt tf trouble 
came we should know how to mcet 
{t; and thirdly, by actually helping to 
prevent war, because the better pre- 
pared we are, the less Hiely ‘is it 
that anyone will ever attack” us.'—- 
Reuter, 


STILL GAPS TO FILL 


The Premier continued: “But there 
are still gaps to fll," und he made o 
fresh appeal for: more volunteers, 

Returning to the subject of the 
huge re-armament. expenditure pro- 
gtumme, the Premier sald: “These 
huge figures will serve to bring home 
to us all the immensity of our 
finnncinl resources, which enable us, 
not only to find such colossal sums, 
but to contemplate their oxpenditure 
without any appreciable difference jn 
the confidence which Is the basis of 
our Anunclal credit, : : 

“And when we reflect what we are 
now considering is the effort of this 
country alone, without taking any 
Account of the contribution which 


could be made, If the need arose, by 
the great dominions, or by our allies 
and frionds outalde the British Em- 
plre, wo may {eel that, to quote our 
own Shokespeare ‘Come the three 
corners of the world In arma, and we 
Hall Ap, don't speak 


these words as boastful, stl) Jess in 
any oggtressive spirit, 


THREATEN NO ONE 


“Our armaments threaten no ane, 
nor have we any thought but of 
friendliness to any people in the 
world, My own most earnest desire 
fn life is to see the establishment of 
pence, and the confidence that It’ can 
be preserved, and I belleve that as 
soon as a substantlal measure of that 
confidence cun be achieved, it will 
be possible to set about the task of 
disarmament by general agreement. 

“No country embarks on this 
ruinous forin of expenditure for the 
fun of the thing, They do it because 
they are afraid of what may happen 
to them if.they disarm, Remove 
that fear, and disarmament will fol- 
tow automatically.” 


LANCASHIRE UNEMPLOYED 


Mr. Chamberlain dealt lengthily 
with the unemployment position in 
Lancashire, the principal reason for 
Which, he said, was the development 
of foretyn competition, especially in 
the Far East, He thought they could 
never. hope to recover the position 
they formerly held in the world cot- 
ton trade, bat that did not mean 
they were going to fold thelr arms 
and do nothing more. 

He thought the Government and 
trade sould work together In three 
directions. Firstly, they should try 
to develop that part of the trade in 
which they could still produce better 
foods than their competitors. In all 
the agreements they were. making 
with the dominions and other coun- 
tries, they always keep this trade in 
mind, ond try to get advantages for 


Secondly, they could help the trade 
by internal “reorganisation, — and 
thirdly, by. training the enterprise 
and adaptability of its people to the 
development of new industries. 


WORKLESS STANDING ARMY 


Returning to the general question

No such expressions of regret had 
been received in Hongkong until Mr.

—Reuter, Trans-Ocean. and Domel. 
The Daventry broadcast was credited 
to Reuters. In| the Reuter report, 
published in Hongkong this morning, 
{he violation of British territory was 
Attributed “to a misdirected bomb.” 
The “Domel” story reports one bomb 
hitting a train. The “Trans-Ocean” 
report mentions one bomb dropped 
on British territory, 

The alleged Japanese apology mude

The. Spanish urmy was , amply 
equipped with most modern arms,

Denliny with the experience obtaln- 
ed In the mountain warfare, the Gen- 
eral said that operations in mountain 
districts required uo light) infuntry 
with as little baggage as possible.

The General said thot if the

Censorship 


The question oof | newspaper 
censorship in Hougkong has again 
been brought to the forefront by 
the suppression yesterday of all 
reference in’ Chinese newspapers 
to the Japanese raid on the Colony 
on Tuesday, , 

Kor some time, we understand, 
there has been an agitation in 
Chinése newspaper circles to test 
the constitutionality of the legis- 
lation which so effectively muzzles 
the Chinese Press. Indeed, we 
believe that action on these fines 
would have been taken in 1936 had 
not assurances been made that 
censorship would have been con- 
fined to (a) anything subversive 
to the British Empire; (b) any- 
thing likely to damage Hongkong’s 
relations with friendly Powers; 
(ce) communistic doctrine,  (d) 
matter likely to incite breaches of 
peace and yrood order in’ Hong- 
kong; (ce) indecent matter, 


We wonder under which cate- 
falls the suppression of 
imate news In connection with 
Suesday's border outrage? We 
haye seen a censor’s proof of the 
deletions from the “Luenhokan”, 
the tabloid newspaper jointly 
published by the Chinese News- 
paper Owners’ Association while 
their own papers have been 
suspended dvring the lunar New 
Year holidays. Not only has the 
censor red-inked news on tho 
bombing outrage gathered by the 
Chinese paper's own reporters, but 
hag also suppressed re-publication 
of reports which’ hud already 
appeared in contemporary English- 
language journals. The “Luenho- 
kan”, when its own reports were 
suppressed, endeavoured to “lift” 
the full report published by the 
“Hongkong Telegraph”. This 
news, available to anyone who 
could read English, was not per- 
mitted to be published in Chinese 
newspapers, Similarly, a "“Reu- 
ter" report from London, stating 
that the British Ambassador in 
Tokyo was lodging a protest with 
the Japanese Government,’ was 
mutiisted to such an extent that 
an entirely diferent interpreta- 
tlon was placed on: its meaning. 
A “United Press” message had all 
except one paragraph deleted. 


It neems to us that the helght 
of absurdity was reached, when: the 
censors forbade Chinese: news- 
papers from mentioning the fact 
that His Excellency the Governor 
was at Fanling at the timo of tho 
outraye and that he had proceeded 
to the scene of the bombing short- 
ly afterwards. Chinese news- 
papers were also forbidden to 
mention dhe fact that Bishop Hall 
had proceeded to the frontier to 
investigate the damage to tho 
Shum Chun refugee zone, 

We believe that such censorship 
of legitimate news will greatly 
strengthon tho claims of tho 
Chinese newspapers that cen- 
sorship in Hongkong fa re- 
pressive. Iw fact, {f Halabury's 
“Tawa of England’ is an 
nuthority, tho entire question 
of constitutionality is raised. Ic 
anys: “The Crown cannot, apart 
trom-the rules of law relating to 
the Heonsing of etaga plays, or 
to blasphemous or seditious Mbels, 
or the qriblication of roports of 
judiea proceedings, exorcise any 
control ovay thé. public press,” 


The Empire’s Financial Interests in China, Affected by ’— 
Economic Changes as Well as by the Present Conflict, Are 
Heavier in Shipping and Investment .Than in Trade Itself

N A BROAD  gencralisation, 

Adam Smith expressed the 
economic differences between 
Isust and West in the early days 
of modern trade when he obser- 
ved that the Kast farmed and 
manufactured but did not carry. 
Consequently, the West had to 
come to the East. 


By more than any other factor the 
imagination of the western sea rovers 
had been stirred by the presence in 
European markets of Criental teas, 
silks, and choice, handmade nan- 
keens, spices, ivorics, ornaments of 
amber, ond other semi-precious stone, 
poreelain, and other objets d'art, 
brought from the East by the over- 
land route, These luxuries were @ 
constant. incentive to the navigators 
to find an all-ses.route to what they 
called the’ Indies, With the Portu- 
guese discovery in 1498 of the Cape 
route, the way was open, and into 
Asiatic waters sailed first the Portu- 
fuese, after them the Spanitirds, then 
the Dutch, and finally the English, 
who established ao trading post, or 
“factory,” at Canton in 1604. 


* * 


HERE were two difficulties in the 

early days of trading with Chinu. 
One was the hostility of the anti- 
commereiil Manchu — court, The 
Manchus were what we would now 
eal autarchists, and nutarchists with- 
out benent of ersatz materials, “Our 
Celestial Empire,” wrote the magni- 
ficent Emperor Ch'ien Lung, 
“possesses all things in prolifie abun- 
dance, and lacks no product within 
Its own borders. There is therefore 
no need to import the munufactures 
of outside barbarians in exchange for 
our own produce.” 


The second diflcully of trading 
with Chinn was that It was not trad- 
Ingt Trade is a two-way business, 
goods for goods, But, just as the 
Manchu court was hostile to trading, 
so the Chinese were really not in- 
terested in Western produce, though 
they readily took silver in payment 
for their own produce. Accordingly, 
the bonts used to go out loaded to the 
sunwales with pieces of cight, Carolus 
dollars and ballast. 


* 


Eventually, the Americans hit on 
something that the Chinese valued, 
This was ginseng, esteemed all over 
Chinn ag u medicine. The Chinese 
domestic supply was running low 
when the Empress of China sect sail, 
and the Americans bullt up as their 
main export product the swapping of 
what a conternporary American writ- 
er called “thls useless produco of our 
mountains und forests” for the “ele- 
gunt luxuries" of China. An excel- 
lent [ustration of the virtues of in- 
ternational trade! England, in her 
turn, hit on optum, though she didn't 
Introduce It. It was Introduced by 
the Arnbs, I believe, ns far back ag 
the thirteenth century, but the Chi- 
nese took avidly to Indian opium, 
which was carried In British bottoms.

The distinction between Honrkont 
and Shanghai from the staundpolnt of 
‘British interests $s vital. Shanghal 
was leased in perpetuity to the 
foreign land renters individually, and 
“just growed" into a self-governing 
municipnlity. With Shanghai, Hong- 
kong js the gateway to ancient 
Cuthay of western ideas, institutions, 
and goods, but, unlike Shanghai, it is 
a British Crown Colouy, Both ac- 
quisitions were criticised In England, 
It is sald that the British Empire was 
created in an absent-minded moment, 
but the men on the spot seem to hive 
had a pre-vision which was anything 
but absent-minded. : 


British interest in China was mo- 
tivated solely by commercial im- 
perialism. There was basically no 
territorial design. Indeed, the breal- 
up of China, which seemed to be im- 
minent in the ‘nineties, caused most 
alarm and perturbation in Downing 
Street. For It would interfere with 
trade, The British sought frantically 
to prevent the break-up of China, 
They suggested the Open Door policy. 


In the Taiping Rebellion the British 
Ient General Gordon to the Manchus 
in order to keep the Manchus on the 
Dragon Throne. It wos a poor sere 
vice to China, far the Manchus were 
doddering In decay, as the British 
themselves realized in 1011, when 
they prevailed upon the Japanese not 
to interfere with the Nationalistic Re~ 
volution artainst the Manchu dynasty 
which set up the present Chinese Re- 
publ. Closer to modern times there 
huve been the continuous efforts to. 
build up China and help the Chinese 
in attaining full sovereignty, which 
began jin the Foreign Seeretaryshin 
of Sir Austen Chamberlain’. | This 
policy was assiduously pursucd from 
1931 to 1937, when China was suffer- 
ing from -the effects of America's 
sliver policy, and no doubt accounts 
{n part for present-day Japanese 
bitterness toward England. 


In cotton textiles there was a come 
modity for which there scemed to be 
un ittmIitable demand on the part of 
nearly 500,000,000 people. The hold 
on the imagination of British indus 
triallsta of the possibilitics of such 
trade was quaint. For population 
haa always betrayed judgment. HH. M. 
Stanley, the journallst-explorer, used 
to stlr Manchester audiences by 
drawing cloquent pictures of the 
Prospects of commerce with Africa 
when the missionaries should have 
persunded the Negroes of the Congo 
to wear clothes at Ieast on Sundays. 
When the natives had further learn- 
ed to array themselves in cotton on 
weels duys us well, the looms of Lan- 
cashire were to know no cessation. 
Similarly, the Inte Wu Ting-fang 
was wont post-prandially to hold 
forth on the aceretion to world trade 
which would result when the tcem- 
Ing Chinese should have been ine 
duced to add half an inch to their 
shirt tails.

The first one In 1930-31 noted 
lugubriously, “We find our compttl- 
tors beating us tn supplying the 
needs of China and Japan in manu- 
factured goods.” Britain, even with 
Hongkong’ (which fs merely a trans- 
shipment point for the goods of all 
nationalities), now ranks fourth 
among China’s purveyors. The first 
is the United States, the second 
Japan, the. third Germany. All of 
them have profited from the falling 
off in British trade, But, till the 
Sino-Japanese War broke out, British 
falth in the recovery of a modicute 
of tride was riding high, for it was 
hoped to expand the Chinese market 
for cylnecring producis, to take the 
place of the ‘vanishing textiles.

than £10,000,000 to British natlonal 
income, ‘This amount, small as tt is, 
is certainly In danger from the Sino- 
Japanese War, But so ars incomes 
of other nations, even China's, In 
China. It so happens that Britain 
and China are mutually engaged In 
protecting one another's trade alakes, 

The longer China holds out, the 
more chahce there is of the British 
estnte being saved. Indced, the 
length of the Chinese resistance may 
so weaken Japan that Britain, serv- 
ing the cause of expediency, moy be 
encouraged to move more actively in 
south and central China (never in 
North China, I ‘belleve) for the 
preservation ‘of her estate, even for 
the integrity of that part of China.

IMPORTANCE AT HOCKEY 


BUT NOT APPRECIATED 
BY MOST PLAYERS YET 


Fow people seem to realise the importance which at- 


taches to footwork: at hockey. 


If one picks up any of the 


many useful books on the game,,one would find little or 


no mention at all to this important subject. 


A little con- 


sideration will show how much really depends upon cor- 
rect footwork to achieve one’s object. - 


A remark one often hears after a 
vume is “IT wonder why it fs. that 
so-andeso shoots so bard with so 
little effort. He never gives sticks 
and seems to take his stick a very 
short distance before hitting the ball, 
and yet he shoots harder than ony- 
one T have seen," ‘ 

The answer usurdly Is that tthe 
ployer referred to possesses strong 
and this answer jis usuallly 
siccepted as conclusive. But if one 
probéd. the matter a tittle further, 


the additional reason of “timing” 
would be advanced. 
Ths Is much nearer the mork, 


But T venture .to suytest that not 
even the two reasons enumerated 
really supply the answer. 


CORRECT SOLUTION 


The correet solution, to my mind, 
is “foot worl.’ Without 
footworl, the suppleness cf wrist is 
discounted and consequently correct 
timing is largely a matter of luck. 
To “lime” the ball correetly—and so 
attain a maximum of power with a 
minimum of cforte—requires balance, 
and balance in turn means “foot- 
work.” Perfect poise of body {fm- 
plies; perfect footwork, and this 
comes naturally to some people. The 
man who is quickly off the mark, 
who cloesn't always fall over on r 
slippery round ond who sidesteps 
or turns easily, is the one whose 
footwork fs. sound. : 

Anyone who $s inclined to be 
sceptical should take an early oppor- 
tunity of watching a really first-class 
player. Loole at-nothing, else except 
this particular player's fect, and Jt 
will be an. cye-opener. 

This theory is: by no means new. 
Footwork. has long been recopnised 
as the most essenlial factor in the 
suceess of yood players at cricket, 
soccer, racquets, lawn tennis and 
volf, and there Js no reason to sup- 
pose that the essentinls ‘of those 
games ore less important In hockey, 

Nor Is {t less tmportant that one’s 
fontwork be correct in other in- 
eldents of the same than when shont. 
Ing at #oal In preparing to tackle 
1m opponent, in making! the pass that 
enables a colleague to score, if one’s 
feet are correctly placed, the tackle 
or the pass would be caster. 


AN ILLUSTRATION 

To give an illustration, In mak- 
ingg a hard push pass to the right, it 
is immeasurably easter to make this 
pass Uf the left foot ts well tn front 
at the moment of .impact, One's 
weight js on the Ieft foot and the 
body is at the right angle to give the 


necessary Impetus to assist the 
wrist. 
This is my own experience, and 


thournh some may say they find It 
easier with the right foot in front, 
this docs not destroy my argument,

The Berlin Olympics, apart from the sensational performances 
of the American sprinters, will go down into athletic history as one

Tho staging of 129 events was undoubtedly a triumph of organ- 
isation and the Germans lost no single opportunity to teli the whole 
world that, but sports critics of nearly. every other country at- 
tacked the meeting on that ground.

When the 1940 Games were 
awarded to Helsinski (Finkand) after 
Tokio had withdrawn, athletic circles 
were relieved, for Finland, surely 
emuld not afford to present the Olym- 
ples on such a purand ceale, Tt was 
hoped, and expected, that the Hel- 
sinski authorities would prune the 
‘programme to a sensible 50 events or 
thereabouts. The first Olympics at 
Athens in 1896 bad only 44 events. 

Tt must be a sad blow to learn 
that the Gpposite will be the cause 
in 1940. Berlin had $29 events, 
Helsinski intends to have 132, not 
counling Ute 1 art

IN S’HAI | 

Japanese Forelgn Minister told 
House of Peers this morning that 
Japan has decided to start negotla- 
tlons with 8.01C, In Shangha!l for 
effective acttlement of situation there, 

afternoon the Dowakal Party, 
leading group in the Mouse of Peers, 
Is to urge the Government to “ellmin- 
ate Jawless and subversive elements 
from tho internatlonal port once and 
for all" 
’ Mr, M. Morishims, Counsellor of 
Japanese Embassy in Shanghat, ar- 
rived at Tokyo by plane yesterday 
and has made ‘a detailed report to 
the Forelgn Office, 

Taking with him “Important In- 
structions,” Morlahima will return to 
Shanghal this week to participate In 
negotiations for setlUement of tha 
situation, : 

The following memorandum fram: 
Rear Admiral Shishido, Commander’ 
-of the Japanese Special Landing Party 
in Shanghat, to Mr. C. S, Franklin, 
Chalrman of the §.41.C., and despatch- 
ed on February 15, has been made 
publle: 

‘The Commaniecr of tho Special 
Landing Party of the Japanese Navy 
regrets that scarcely a day has pass- 
ed sinco the latter part of January 
without a terrorist outrane in the In- 
ternational Settlement south of Bo0- 
chow Creek, and nono of the per- 
petrators have been caught on the 


spot, 

“Although it Is outside the Japan- 
ese sector, the Japancso naval au- 
thoritics, in view of their defensive 
duties, cannot remain Indiffcrent to 
the disquietude provalling in the 
above-mentloned part of the Inter- 
national Settlement, which must
